Charges that the State Police are abridging 


the rights of free speech, clubing, and beating strikers without 
cause and inciting trouble will be presented by tne committee 
It is possible that the attention of organized labor will be called 
to the situation as a means toward inciting public sympathy 
Should another letter be drafted to President Wilson it is certain 
the charges against the State Police will be made. 


The situation in the Pittsburgh district is generally unchang- 


ed today. AS the committees mot early reports from various val- 
ley towns were that as many men were going to work as yester- 
day without disorder. Duquesne is operating 100 per cent, and 
Ciairton, Braddock and Rankin leport an increase in the numbei 
of men returning.

It is possible that the attention of organized labor will be called 
to the situation as a means toward inciting public sympathy 
Should another letter be drafted to President Wilson it is certain 
the charges against the State Police will be made. 


The situation in the Pittsburgh district is generally unchang- 


ed today. AS the committees mot early reports from various val- 
ley towns were that as many men were going to work as yester- 
day without disorder. Duquesne is operating 100 per cent, and 
Ciairton, Braddock and Rankin leport an increase in the numbei 
of men returning.
